•were written in French instead of 
German. The titles of public offices 
were painted over and new designa- 
tions put in their place. Prices also 
were transformed into francs and 
centimes from marks and pfennigs. 


Most of the municipal officials un- 


der German rule were of Prussian 
origin and fled 
with 
the German 


troops. The other male inhabitants 
—most of them very old 
or very 


young, as all those of military age 
had been either taken into the Ger- 
man army or had fled to France — 
had never had experience of 
local 


government and were incapable of 
undertaking the public utilities or 
caring for the health 
or 
sanitary 


condition of 
the 
people. It 
was 


found necessary to appoint French 
administrators 
and 
these 
were 


chosen from among officers who had 
been wounded in the war 
or 
who 


had fallen sick during the campaign. 
In one locality a military mayor was 
nominated. 
He was a captain who 


had lost his right arm in battle. For 
two years he had 
carried 
out the 


functions of his office and so success- 
fully that the citizens governed by 
him declare they 
have never been 


more wisely ruled. 


One of the first tasks undertaken 


was to set again in motion the edu- 
cational system which had been in- 
terrupted by the hostilities.

Price of Paper. 


The recent hearings before 
the 


Federal Trade Commission on the) 
nrice 
of print 
paper hit a vital, 


issue. 
Paper producers and repre- 


sentatives of the Publishers' Associ- 
ations are now trying to work out 
some'plan for a more equitable dis- 
tribltion of the supply. 
The high price of paper has been 


a condition vitally affecting one of 
the most important industries. Many 
of the smaller 
papers have had to 


suspend, till more are using a grade 
of stock 
they would have been 


ashamed to put in a few years ago. 


The producers of paper should not 


kill the goose that lays the golden 
egg. They should not stick 
on 


higher prices than are necessary. If 
they do they will hurt their own in- 
dustries. 
Many 
publishers who 


have been running now on very 
cheap grades of paper will 
quite 


likely continue to use these grades 
after the exigency has passed. 


They will argue that 
the public 


has become used to cheap paper, that 
it ia satisfied if it gets 
the 
news, 


and 'is not fussy about the kind of 
material it is printed on. 
If, 
as 


seems likely, this results in a perma- 
nent use of cheaper grades of stock 
in thousands of offices, the 
manu- 


facturers will suffer more than any- 
one else. It is the usual rule in all 
processes that the cheaper the stock 
the less profit in it. 
The suspension of a large number 


of the smaller papers is a loss to a. 
great many localities. These little 
sheets did their work as exponents 
and leaders of community life. The 
fact that they had been able to exist 
moderate paper prices 
t.hey performed a ser- j 


_ 
j, need. Public senti- , 


ment should sustain them. In so far j 
as the public authorities have any j 
control over the paper trade, they 
can be sure that 
public 
sentiment 


will demand the most' liberal treat- 
ment possible for 
the 
publishers, 


and will feel that high paper prices 
are a tax on popular education and 
civic betterment. Some Ohio pub- 
lishers today are paying 5 1-2,6 and 
even 7 cents a pound for paper. Last 
year the price was 2 cents a pound. 
Cost of Higher Education. 


The way higher 
institutions of 


learning are pleading for money is 
almost staggering. 
iFrom rich and 


hoary institutions in the older states, 
down to the struggling little schools 
of the mountains and prairie, they're 
all doing it. Here comes the Uni- 
versity of Illinois as 
one instance 


with the need of 85,000,000 more 
for buildings in the next ten years. 
Many others have equally ambitious 
programs. 
The cost of higher education is 


tremendously increasing. Pare of 
this of course is legitimate. Build- 
in? materials are high and labor is 
high. There must be the most per- 
fect of heating, plumbing, and ventil- 


ateing systems. 
Buildings must be 


architecturally beautiful, and expen- 
sive architects must 
be employed. 


The class rooms must have chemical 
and scientific equipment enough to 
ouerate a factory. 
" The average uneducated man can't 


understand all this. It looks waste- 
ful to him. But there are plenty of 
•wealthy men who can 
well 
afford 


these fine buildings and they do add 
dignity to college life. They show a 
noble "interest in education, and the 
money could be spent much worse. 
But the quality of instruction should 
never be sacrificed to get fine build- 
ings. 
The most elaborate equipment 


is after all but a minor issue. The 
education of the boy lies not in re- 
toits and chemicals and 
electrical 


machines, "but in the inspiration that 
flows from mind to mind. One man 
with the gift of imparting enthusi- 
asm is worth more than the 
finest 


marble ever laid. 
Also the colleges need to do more 


for the hoy of small means. 
It is 


not an easy thing for boys to work 
their way through. It can be done 
and is done by thousands, but it is a 
severe strain and 
some 
of them 


ruin their health by doing it. The 
best monument to a giver is not 
some palace of a study hall, but a 
well invested fund whose yearly divi- 
dends help along some struggling 
but promising scholar.
